THE OHIO RIVEIt, 
Ind., March 31.— Over 


100 houses in the bottom lands between 
this city nud Mount Vernon, Ind., were 
swept away by wind and water in tho 
recent storm, the taimers losing all their 
household goods and stock and barely 
escaping with their lives. One entire 
family, who wore living in a small farm- 
house between Fair Place and West 
Franklin, ate reported to have' been 
carried off iu their home. 


Th« officers of the St. John y. Hop- 


kins, which arrh ed here from Paducah 
yesterday, leport great dcmage in tho 
vicinity of Bayou Mills, where the tor- 
nado swept through that portion of Illi- 
nois, reducing dwellings and barns in 
its tiack into kindling wood. Before 
crossing the Ohio river it picked up a 
Eramo school house, and carrying it 
bodily across the river it dashed to 
pieces against the tower on the Ken- 
tucky. 


Additional particulars of the stoim's 


ravages in Webster, Crittendeu and 
Union counties, Kentucky, aro coming 
m, Tho list of dead 'end injured is 
sreetly increased. Scores of residences 
in tho vicinity of Blackford, barns and 
out-houses were destroyed, and many 
jeople were badly injured. 


A report from Hibbardsville, Ky., 


was received yesterday, eaying that that 
section had sustained serious dapaage. 
Nearly every building ?nd most of "the 
timber in the lino of the storm . was 
destroyed. The loss cnnnot bo esti- 
mated, but will not fall short of $50,000. 
The officers of the - steamer City of 
Clarksulle, arrived from Green river 
ast night and report that the work of 
ruin by the storm was appalling.

'erent places, leaving a clear track 
about iiOO yards wide.

ral Stephen C. Rowan, Uuite<l States 
na\y, retired, died here at 1 o'clock 
this morning of brights disease, aged 85 
years. 
Ho had been ill ueaily all 


wintei, but not, seriously ill, and his 
death was quito unexpected. Admiral 
Rowan was born in Ireland ami came to 
this country in Uie early part of the 
century. lie was appointed to Annapolis 
naval academy from Ohio in 1826 and 
had a record of sixty years in service of 
the United States, He was ono of the 
most gallant naval office) 3 iii the late 
war. 


Tho new tariff bill was submitted to 


tho full ways and means committee this 
morning, and passed upon by the com- 
mittee. The minority v.ere given ten 
days to prepare amendments in commit- 
tee, nnd to prepare their views 011 the 
bill. 


It is estimated thpt the bill make;, a 


tota) annual reduction in tho revenues 
of about 850,000,000. The sugar and 
tobacco schedules are greatly changed. 
Tho duty on tho former is greatly ic- 
duced. Under tho sugar schedule the 
standard is changed from No. 13 to No. 
1C. It is provided that all sugais nbo\e 
No. 1C Dutch standard in color, also all 
latt bottoms, sugar draining^ aud sugar 
sweepings, syrups of cr.no juice or of 
beet juice, melada, concentrated melada 
and concrete and concentrated molasses, 
shall pay a duty of "-o per cent, adva- 
loiem instead of a specific duty, as 
undts- the existing law. 
All sugars 


above No, 10 Dutch standard, are placed 
at 40 per cent, advalorem. Tho exist- 
ing law provides that these sugars shall 
pay duty at the rate of 27 per cent, and 
3 cents per pound. 


Molasses, testing above 56 degrees, is 


made dutiable at 25 per cent,, a change 
from the specific duty of eight cents per 
gallon. It is also provided that if an 
import duty shall hereaftei bo laid upon 
sugar or molasses by any country 
whence it is imported, it shall bo subject 
to duty as provided by the present 
tariff law. No change is made in the 
duty on sugar candy, and glucose or 
grape bugar is made dutiable at i of a 
cent per pound. 
^ 


The duty on leaf tobacco suitable foi 


cigar wrappers, stemmed aud nustem- 
med, is considerably increased. 
Under 


existing law the stemmed quality is 
dutiable at ono dollar per pound, and 
this is increased in tho MeKinley bill to 


i.75 per pound. 
Tho duty on unstemmed is increased 


from To cents to S'2 per pound. A pro- 
viso is inserted to the effect that if any 
portion of any tobacco impoited in any 
package, or in bulk, shall be suitable for 
cigar wrappers, the entire quantity of to- 
bacco contained in such package or bulk 
shall be dutiable, if not stemmed, at §2 
and if fctemmed at 82.75 per pound. 
No change is mndo in regaid to all other 
tobacco in leaf unmanufactured and not 
stemmed, but stemmed tobacco is made 
dutiable at 60 cents per pound. 


Tobacco manufactured, and of all de- 


fcouptious not specially enumerated or 
provided for, is placed at -10 cents per 
pound, n change from tho present duty 
of 30 per cent, advalorern. No change 
is made in regard to snufl" and snuff 
flour niado of tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, 
and cheroots of all kinds, aro made du- 
tiable at $3 per pound nnd 125 per cent. 
advalorem. 
Under existing laws they 


aie dutiable at §2.50 per pound, and 25 
pei cent, advaloiom. 


Tho senate and house committees on 


immigration met in joint session this 
morning, and generally approved the 
resolution which passed the senate re- 
cently providing for tho lemoval of the 
powder magazine from Ellis Island, N, 
Y., harbor, and appropriating $75,000 
for another site for the magazine.

Parties owning building lots, which 


they are trying to sell, that are located 
a mile from any sewer and 80 far out, 
that a sewer is not likely to reach them 
during the present century, are en- 
deavoring to halt the rush of home sdek- 
ers into Lakeside Park addition, by 
telling them that sewers in that addition, 
if put down low enough to drain cellars, 
would not operate in times of great 
floods, and would only admit water to 
cellars they were intended to drain. 


There is nothing in this objection for 


the following reasons: 


First: Fort Wayne residences had no 


sewers for fifty years. Only within 
about the last five years has ^even the 
central part of the residence portion of 
the city been thus supplied. 


Second: Not more than one house in 


ten in Fort Wayne, is, even now, con- 
nected with a sewer. 


Third: Nearly all the outlying addi- 


tions to Fort Wayne are EO far removed 
from sewers, that it will, of necessity, 
be a long time before they can be BO con- 
nected. 


Fourth: "Lakeside" is 
underlaid 


with ten to fifteen feet of coarse gravel. 
You have only to dig a pit fifteen feet 
deep in your back yard, wall it up 
cheaply with rough stone, cover it over, 
i 


and carry your pipes to it from bath 
room and kitchen, and your waste water 
is disposed of without the least diffi- 
culty, even without n sewer. 


Fifth: When sewers are wanted civil 


engineers say, there is scarcely a piece 
of residence property about Fort Wayne 
so easily and so cheaply sewered as 
Lakeside. The plan outlined is a main 
sower of brick of thirty inches diameter, 
starting near the toll gate and running 
down the side of what is now the. Mays- 
vile pike, to the point selected for cross- 
ing the river. As the laud is twenty to 
twenty-five above the river bed, the 
sewer outlet could be high enough to 
escape the effect of any, but extraordi- 
nary freshets. At the outlet will be 
fixed an automatic sewer, which closes 
as soon as the flood reaches the, necessary 
height. At tins point will also be lo- 
cated a sewer pump, run by an inexpen- 
sive small 
engine, which would be 


started as soon as the Hood gates closed, 
and the sewerage bo thus pumped into 
the river. This system is in operation 
iii hundreds of places in this country 
and throughout Europe, and as any 
person can see, is simple and effective. 
It is not likely the pump would have to 
bo used to exceed forty-eight hours in a 
whole year, and the consequent expense 


bo practically 
nothing. This 


sewer, if three thousand feet long, 
d hardly cost complete, pump, en- 


'gine and all, more than 85,000, about 
eight dollars for each lot in the addition 
—a mere trifle. Thus awily is thia 
•ever bngbow brushed wide.
